PuiLapELPuiA.—It was in the gloaming of a fine 
autumn evening I entered Philadelphia from Balti- 
more. Qn nearing the city there were signs of 
busy life in the iron-works and huge factory-like 
buildings, among which I remember was a wall- 
paper factory, said to be the largest in the Union. 
But the sight that impressed itself most that even- 
ing was the succession of rows of clean, neat, com- 
fortable houses in the outskirts of the city, It was 
a striking contrast with the dingy, squalid tene-_| 
ments that fringe most of our English great towns. 
Entering London from almost any quarter, the 
comfortless, cheerless aspect of the “ homes of the 
working classes’’ leaves a feeling of sadness on the 
mind. Remembering the scenes of poverty that 
meet the eye as the train approaches the terminus 
of the Great Eastern, Southeastern, or other of our 
metropolitan railways, I was struck with the bright 
and cheery look of the approach to Philadelphia. 
This first impression remained with me, and was 
confirmed by after inspection of the homes of the 
working classes in this great American city. It is 
the one feature above all others which impressed 
me with satisfaction in Philadelphia. In travers- 
ing the city from end to end in the various street 
cars, and strolling in every direction, I always ob- 
served this as the marked characteristic of the 
place, that the operative class is better housed and 
lodged than in our cities. I found that this was 
the result of well-planned and well-carried-out 
“ building associations.” I was told by the master

being occupied for its own use, and the remainder 
let off in offices and stores. The publicity of 
the site in such cases is sure to command high 
rents for such annexes to the main establishment. 
Several of these buildings in New York and Chicago 
I had inspected, but none of them approached in 


| vastness and completeness that of the “ Philadelphia 


Ledger.’’ I have no space to enter into details, but 
retain a lively impressiou of what is perhaps the 
largest, certainly the most perfect, printing and 
publishing office in the world. The machinery, the 
presses, the offices, the fittings, are all of the most 
perfect kind that modern skill has contrived. But 
beyond the mechanical wonders of the place, I was 
struck with the provision made for the health and 
the comfort of the workers. As an editor, I looked 
with admiration and envy at the commodious and 
well-furnished rooms in the editorial apartments; 
and, as to the composing-room, no compositors ip 
England work in such comfortable and wholesome 
quarters. Not only is there plenty of space and 
air, but in the very coloring of the walls to relieve 
the sight, and in the providing of bath-rooms

Selections 
from the works of Walter Savage Landor, edited by 
Mr. Hillard, and issued by this house, virtually 
introduced that writer to the American public. 
Some scattered but precious papers by Wm. M. 
Thacxeray were collected and given to the world 
under its auspices; and certain English classics, 
like the “ Religio Medici” of Sir Thomas Browne, 
Fuller’s ““Good Thoughts,” “ Thoughts of Marcus 
Antoninus,” &c. &e., would have been unknown to 
American readers, but for its sound judgment and 
enterprise. In association with these should be 
mentioned a fine edition of Jean Paul Richter’s 
works, and Saadi’s Gulistan. In 1866 the firm 
bought the plates of the fine edition of the British 
Poets, in 130 volumes, originally published by Lit- 
tle & Brown. The blue and gold editions, which 
have had so wide a popularity, were begun in 1856, 
Tennyson being the first writer whose words were 
put into this beautiful dress.

Dear Sir: I notice in your number of the Gazette 
for August 1, a critique on my “ Commercial Trav- 
eller’s Guide-Book,” which is so manifestly unjust, 
that I must ask your permission to correct a few of 
the errors therein contained. Passing over the 
general tone of the criticism, which betrays a dis- 
position to pick flaws which is certainly objection- 
able, I find exception taken to a statement in the 
preface that the work of compilation had been 
severe and protracted. That statement is never- 
theless true, as is the other that it does ‘“ contain 
information for which commercial travellers have 
long sought in vain,” as I will presently demon- 
strate.

In the haste of getting out the first (limited) 
edition (having been delayed on account of the cen- 
sus returns), there were some errors, mostly typo- 
graphical, overlooked; these were, almost without 
exception, corrected in the second edition, which 
followed speedily. The errors the reviewer notices 
were those of the first edition, and, considering the 
difficulties in the preparation of such a work, as the 
publisher of the Literary Gazette well knows, they 
were not more numerous than might have been 
expected. None of them impair the substantial 
accuracy of the book, and I have abundant testi- 
mony from commercial travellers that it is highly 
valued and appreciated for their work. It is per- 
haps necessary to say that while the list of hotels 
was prepared by another hand, it was never in- 
tended to be, as may be seen from its title, a list 
of all the hotels, or of all the best ones, in the 
country; in the cities, but three or four, at the 
utmost, were named, and only those which offered 
special accommodations to commercial travellers.
